This (iue old farm, uIjouI lIi(> (irs(, if 
no(, indeed, the vt^ry (Irst located in 
Britisii Coliiinbia, i.s the largest in the 
upper country anil liberally contributed 
its rjuota towards furnishing and cheap- 
ening the Kupplies reijuircd by tho 
hardy miner and prospector" of Cari- 
boo, Oiuineca antl tlie upper country 
generally. 

The number of men renuired to work 
tho farm is ncce.ssarily largo and the 
tunnial outlay must be ronsiderable. Is 
it not, tiierefore, singular ("putting it 
in its mildest form'") on the part of 
those in authority that notwitfistand- 
iug, a.s Mr. Pinchbeck saj'S. '''repeated 
applications to govornmeht for assist 
ancc," this important place (the carl 
ie.st e.stabli.sliecl farm) lias really as yet

Thej* were saved yesterday 
by the casting vote of Mr. Siieakor— who 
itl h^^Oiyous zeal to soiTO his iiuisfora, 
eiclMmed excitedly, " I vote for the gov- 
ormnont !'! . It was a sorry spectacle. 
Twelve men — all of wlioin hist session 
voted for tlio following resolution— licld 
up thoir lianda to stultify their action 
lout year. Mr. Abrania a.s-ked to have the 
names taien down, for posterity, we sup- 
pose, , Ho need not have asked that. The 
names had alreiidy heeu euibalme'd. Here 
is the resolution Mr. Abrama and (he 
rest of the House voted for last j-ear: 

"That in the opinion of tliis House ii is 
desirable that at the next session tlie 
question of representation should be dealt 
with, with a view of equalizing, as far as 
liossiblo, tlio various provincial interests." 

The premier in his speech professed to 
(hink that the Cassiar representation was 
amended; but his better judgment told 
him Uvat there is a sweet little cherub 
who, aits just back of the finance minis- 
ter, and who represents just voteH, 
whose scat might possibly have been 
imperiled by the resolution. After the vole 
ihe demoralized government lost control 
of the House and were forced to adjourn 
till l\rbnd.iy in spite of their expressed 
wish to go on with the business. The 
.votoiyestorday was but tlio forer|inner of 
ctjrtaiii disaster. The government are 
doomed. They are practically defunct. 
Th« grave clothes.havo been cirdered al- 
ready and the cadavers arc occupying the 
treasury seats for a few d.iys t<i .<tave fun- 
eral c^xpensos.

Ml'. H.n'fi.s moved: 'J'liat wliorcas the 
di.strict of Nnw Wo.sliuin.Mtor is entitled to 
an additioiia! repie.sent.ativo in the Legi.s- 
lativo Assembly of this province, .md 
wlicrea.s tlie House at its la.st .se.ssioii re- 
solved thai the iiucation of rcppesentatioii 
Hhotild be dealt with this session: 

Now, therefore, Vie it re.solved that tlio 
government shall, within the next two 
days, take tlic iiece.s.saiy .step.H to carry in- 
to eflect the said resolution. 

In moving tiie resolution .Mr. Flairi.s 
said lie was sure that (.'Vrry lion, inciiilier 
would acknowledge that a distribution of 
seats was necessary and thafc his district 
was entitled to another inembor. TJie 
district had expanded in population, 
wealtli and importance, and the House at 
its last session recognized the fact by tlio 
paaaago of a resolut ion rcconinicndino an 
increase in its reprc.sentatidii. llo (.Mr. 
Harris) had pledged himself to his cmi- 
stitiionts to do all in his power to .secure 
a greater representation for tho district. 
The premier had also jilcdycd I lie govern- 
ment to the Baino thing; but down to the 
present time no action had been taken. 
Ho therefore felt that his duty to tlic dis- 
trict demanded that tliisrcsohitinn should 
be passed. 

Mr, McCIillivi-ay .seufiiKled. 

Uon. Mr. ^^'alk(,•ln .said he wa.s as well 
aware of what w.as goini( on ."..s Ilio hidi. 
mover himself. The rcsnhition w.-i.s 
wrongly worded. JIe(Mr. NN . )bad not given 
his pledge to bring down a bill uf the kind 
The House affirmed the principle in 1878 
that there should he no alter.itinu in the 
representation without the eon.sent of the 
peoplp. The then oppositimi fought the 
government of (he d,ay and beat them cuil 
of tlie House. Tho people .apjinn-ed the 
action of tho House on that (icca.si'.ii. 
This was not a question of a road or a 
bridge. It was a mucli more iinportani 
matter. It was not giving to New U'l'.sl- 
minstor another seat ; it was a cniirenlra 
tion of power- a ccntrali/atiou of if. A 
government should lud l)e i)l;u'eil in such 
a false position an the pas.s.igr nf .sr.ch ft 
resolution would place I lieui. 'i'lu' o,i\ ■ 
ornment were hero to .^i-e that ihc i-i nsil 
tution of the province is ueitlu-r trifled 
with nor trampled [iipi 111. This luiuicr 
should bo rofiUTcd to llir poople theiii- 
.selves for their decision. Our coustitu. 
lion was based partly on llie English and 
partly on tho Canadian constitution. Ifow 
1 ould he, with a shadow nf consistency, 
after using the language lie did in 1878, 
consent to change Ills priiicipli s. He i ,- 
terred to the lion, gontlenmu fm- t'din.iN. 
upon whose vote he now ili'|:eiiiloil. 

Mr. Ash— Perhaps before the lioii. gen-

Having four yeaj-s agn i-lacnl if alaluto on 
(ho book giving the mincis of Cassiar re- 
pfpscntiftive powor how could we now 
withdraw it / 'I'lie miners of Cassiar were 
like Tant.'ilii.s with the water— (an(alij:cd 
by tho proiniHo of lepresentative govern- 
rpsnt whidi wan now to bo taken from 
{jiera, Uow could any member from a 
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mining constituency face theangry and in- 
jured men— whom he (Mr. W.) had re- 
presented lor l(i years, .ind wIio.sc blue 
cloth lit) resjiccted much more than the 
broadcloth ho saw .about him. If Casaiar 
lost a member to-day the "miners lost a 
representative. How any mining repre- 
sei'itative would vote for tliis resolution 
and face his constituents he could not im- 
agine.

Mr. Ash— Tho wish is father to the 
thought with the attorney-genci-al (laugh- 
ter.) 

Uon. INfr. Walkeiu— This was a ipies- 
lion of houoi' and he would not consent 
to s.icrifico his coiistituont.s in this w.ay. 
Ho had pledged himself four years ago 
against sucli a measure, and ho could not 
vote against his own constituents. He 
should bo sorry to see the present repre- 
sentation disturbed until the people had 
been consulted. Tho House was tho peo- 
ple's servant and] re[)resentative and not 
their masters, and it could not dictate to 
the people. I^ut tho House rise above it- 
self in this matter and show ihat it would 
maintain its honor and integrity. If he 
consented to that statute being repealed 
he would violate his pledges. ^V!ly was 
Kootenay reipifsted to part witli a mem- 
ber at thtit time ! 

Mr. riallagher — You moan neglected, 
sir ! 

Hon. Mr. Walkem — Yes, neglected; be- 
cause one member was taken from a min- 
ing district and given to another. He 
hid consented to give another member to 
Nanaimo taking him frnm liie agricul- 
tural district of Cowich.'in. That change 
was luit made at the clo.se of a House, it 
was made at the beginning of a sessi on. 
In conchwion he called on the llonsi- m 
Vote d.nwn the resolution. 

Mr. Mc( liUivr.ay said the li'iii. '.^eoilc 
man wlio had just sat down had r.'m:ir!;i'd 
that till.-, re.soiution if not passed wouhl 
trample on the rights of the pe ude. On 
the contrary, if passed, ii would give to 
the iieople their rights (heai-s) and would 
deal out justice and fair pla}-. (Hear, 
hoar.) He proceeded to show tho strong 
claims New Westminster had fur increas- 
ed reiiresoulation. Any basis might bo 
taken by the hnii. gentleman he wislieil 
and he wouhl sue ihe strong claims the 
district had. Its population, its voting 
list, iis revenue, its wealth, its varied 
resi.iirees, each and every one ap- 
pealed 1.1 ilii.l House for increased repre- 
seiitali.'ii. In 1881 the district con 
tributed oue-si'venth of the revonue; in 
population she was oue-soveutli; she hold 
one-sixth of the voting population and 
the exportations of the province were 
more timn one-half drawn from that dis- 
trict. The exports of the Gshories 
alone were, about ,81,000,000. In the 
dairy interest at least <ine-half the butter 
and all the cheese were made in that dis- 
trict. During his remarks the premier 
had stated that representation was an 
i.ssue of the Last election. It was not so. 
Tho late government were defeated be- 
cause they wished to increase (ho number 
of representatives. The district of New 
Westminsterat that time appealed strong- 
ly for consideration when the constitution 
was lii-st altered; but the claims were not 
attended to. He considered the last the 
proper session in which to alter the repre- 
sentation. New Westminster appeal- 
ed for justice and fair pl.ay only. 
(Hear, hear). A pledge was given by the 
government last session that a change 
would be effected and no effort Ii.ad yet 
been made to carry out that pledge. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Jlcllmoyi moved in ameiidmout 
that in view of the approaching general 
election it is not advisable to change the 
representation without the people having 
beftii first consulted as to its jiropri- 
oty. 

Mr. Galbraith seconded. 
Mr. Gallagher moved the repeal of the 
amended Constitution Act and after mak- 
ing several attempts to write it out finally, 
announced that ho would withdraw i(. 

Mr. llelgcaeii c.xpres.sed great astoiiLsli- 
ment at the introdiictinn of the resolution 
at the l.ast session. He considered it a 
blow at the government and said he could 
not consistently vote for it. The lion, 
gentleman .-ippearetl to think that the 
mainland was tu gi-t meu-e no'iuhers by 
the resolution, but was corrected by Mr. 
Armstrong. He feared there would be a 
groat uproar if this rosnlniion w.as pas.'cd. 
Laughter.) 

Jlr. .•Vrmatriino .said lli.it the amend- 
ment to the Coustitutiiiii dill not indicate 
the district frimi wliicli a member should 
be taken. That was left with tlui Hi.u.m'. 
He alluded ill hirong terms to the posi- 
tion of the last .speaker; he represented 
17li voters who li.ad two representatives 
w hile Westminster district with over 800 
Voters had only two representatives. 
(Cries of "shame'") Common sense ,'iiul 
a spirit of justice shiiuld induce Imn. i 
members to rise al)n\i' such petty, nar- 
row jealousies, and low, contemptiliKi 
ideas.

Rhodes of San Francisco, capitalist; W. 
II. Olarkc, of Victoria, auctioneer; J. 11. 
Turner, of Victoria, merchant ; Thomas 
Earle of Victoria, merchant. Capital 
stock, -S"l,0O0,000 in 4000 shares cf .';:LO0O 
each. Tlic poraons named arc coiistitut- 
cdprovisional directors, and tlieolliceof the 
company is located at tho city of Victoria. 
The company shall bo entitled to borrow 
money on bond and mortgage; tolls to be 
fixed and regulated by tho bylaws of the 
company. The line is to 1 • a single cr 
double track of a uniform giiage of 'l feet 
8i inches and to exiend from a ))oint on 
Eaquimalt harbor to a point on Seymour 
Narrows. Tho survey tu be commenced 
on or before Uie 1st July, 1882.

14, The company may take, purcha.se, 
hold and occupy such lauds as maybedeeiu 
ed necessary or cuiiv eniiuu for the euu 
struclion or niaiiileiiancc of the railway, , 
and for the establishment of all pmper ) 
sheds and warelnuses, sidings, emliank- I 
nie'lits, bridges and cuh'i i ili'aws and ! 
other Wdi'ks, and lliu aiiproo-he- thrrrlu, 
and also for the establislnncnt of stations j 
and other works, and ilie approaches , 
thereto, at the ends and a lung the course j 
of the line for tho convenii iice of pa.sseii- | 
gers, the reception of u,.,.,!-; and Ihe ac- I 
coinmodatioii of the public. ' 

15. The railway const raced under the 
terms here if .shall bo the properly of i,be 
company. 

Section 10 e.veiiipis the coin]iany 
from damages fur injury done to 
cattle, horses or other animals, 
unless wilfuly dune ur occasioned by 
wilful negligence. 

17. NN'ithin one inunlh after the pa.^.s 
ing of this ai l ciimpany shall deposit with 
some bank iu San Franci,sco the sum of 
ten thousand dollars to tho credit of the 
government of l.iritish Columbia there to 
remain until the company shall have giv- 
en security t i the satisfaction of the gov- 
ernmem of liriti.sh Columbia to the ex- 
lent of a ipiarterof !i million of dollars for 
the completion of tho said railway in ac- 
conlance w ith the terms of this act. 

IK. The government of liritisli Col- 
umbia, upun satisfactory securily having 
been given .'is aforesaid, and in coirsidera- 
tion of the complelion and perpetual and 
efficient o[icration of the said railway by 
the company, shall grant to the company 
l,90,"i,.'!iri acres, more or less, of public 
lands as .shown on the official map of 
1881, for a railway from Nanaimo to Es- 
quimau, filed at Ottawa, including all 
coal, ores, .stono, clay,marblo, Bliite,mines 
and minerals whatsoever therein and there- 
under. 

10. -Ml farming squatters who have 
made permanent iniprovcmonts, and who 
have permanently resided for not lesK 
than two years previous lo the passing of 
this act upon any nf tho lands to be 
granted in pursu.-ince of this .'\ct, shall bo 
entitled to purchase from the company 
the lands upon which they have so resid- 
ed at tho price of one dollar per aero; but 
all Coal and other mines and minorals, in 
and under such lands, shall be nvser^-ed 
and granted tu tho comiiauy. \ 

20. The said railway and ;ill .-itations 
and station ground, workshops, buildings, 
yards and other property, rulliug stock 
and appurtenances required and used for 
tho construction and working thereof and 
the capital stock of tho company shall he 
free from provincial taxation up (o the 
first day of July, 18',)0, and the lands of 
thecompanj' shall also be from provincial 
taxation until they are either sold or oc- 
cupied. 

The remaining clauses are uiiim|iortaiit.

.V bill has been introduced into . the 
Dominion parliament and passed reapoct- 
ingthe duty onpromissorynotes,'drafts and

iMr. Helgeseii- Are yon connected with 
the I'lsquimalt graving dock and if so what 
is your occupation there.' A. 1 am ihe 
government engineer in charge of the 
auxiliary pump and machinery connected. 

Have you re.id Mr. J. .1. Robertson's 
evidence given before this committee ? 
.\. f have this morning. 

Do you consider it correct '. A. 1 coii- 
.sidor it incorrect. 

Was it your duty to run the contrac- 
tor's steamer and do other work for them 
on the dock when ivquii'cd to do so I A. 
It w.as not, but 1 have done sn to oblige 
them. 

Did you volunicer to run their steamer 
for them ? A. I ran it day after day and 
never'rcfused to do so. I am a licensed 
engineer. On the .first occasion when 
they asked me to run the boat for them 
my license was run out, Mr. Huntington 
said if I would oblige them by running 
their boat they would pay for tho license. 
1 agreed to do so. On the second occa- 
sion Mr. Westgarth came down to ex- 
amine the steamer and test her boilers. 
The license w.as run out. Mr. Westgarth 
advised them to renew the license as they 
wore unwilling to ji.ay for an engineer to 
run the boat, which 1 agreed to, and I did 
so. On many occisions I was unable to 
run the boat as 1 was eng.aged at the 
pumps and looking after the machinery 
lielonging to the government. They told 
me that Sir. Westgarth had given them 
permission to hire a man as a fireman 
under my charge and I could send him 
out with the boat by taking the responsi- 
bility, which I did, and hired a man to 
run the boat under my instructions for (3 
or 8 mouths. 

Did you rofuao logo with theatuamov for 
a load of water when requested to do so 
by Mr. Robertson ? A. 1 did not. On 
one occasion Mr. Uoberlson asked me to 
go on the boat about b o'clock in tho 
evoiiiug; he did not say whore. I said I 
was unable to do so as I had steam up and 
tho pumps working. Ho then left an'd 
spoke to Mr. Bennett on the wharf. Wliat 
passed between them I don't know. Mr. 
Bennett told me my place was in the en- 
gine room when steam was up and I 
follow his instructions in evervtliing that 
1 do. 

\\'heii did tho fires spoken of by Mr. 
Uubertson occur, and did they happen 
through your neglect ? .-V. The first fire 
occurred when hot ashes had been left in 
(ho oar anil 1 was aw.ay on tho bo.at to the 
.sandspit for water, and while I was a\yay 
(ho ashes began to smoke and i\Ir. Hum- 
ber, tho inspector of concrete told ono of 
the men that w.as working on tho plat- 
form to dump tho ear, as I was unable to 
do so before T left, as the gangway was

.yluiles to slide the concrete down. If I 
litid been loft at my work the fire \vould 
not have occurred, as a man cannot do two 
jobs at once.

I told 
thorn that I was to look to thcni for any 
p.ay; that if they did not the govornineiit 
would. That was all that happened be- 
Iwcon us. 

Did you over .see any bricks taken out 
ut the wui'ks ! A. I .saw soft bricks taken 
fiuiii the works several times. On one 
i.ccaaioii 1 saw some large masses of burnt 
brick as large as a man could lift removed 
from the deal wall about half an hour at 
the longest aflor they liad been put in. 
Sir. Reunelt ordered them tu be re- 



moved as tlioy wero . rocking in the wall 
and unfit for use. 

Did yoa over sec any limber lakt*n out 
from underneath the clay and if i» what 
were the dimensions of it? A. X saw 
upwards of a dozen pieces taken out from 
underneath the key wall site. Mr. Ben- 
nett told them to remove them, hnl they 
kad not done so; afterwards be made 
them take thcin out before they put the 
concrete on which they did. They were 
from three to 12 feet long and from 3x12 
to 4r 3 

Have the conlractors ever asked yiui 
for any machinery without an order from 
iMr. Dciiiiott ( A. Air. Roberlson on one 
[ occasion asked ine if wo had any pipe for 
the auxiliary pumps. I told him wo had. 
He .asked mo for the key so that he could 
get it out of the warehouBO wMSh I re-' 
•'used to do. I asked hirii if he had an 
order from IMr. Bennett and he said im, 
that the machinery belonged to them and 
not to Bennett or any one else. I told 
him he would liavo to get an order for it. 
He said the way you run us is ti i-mciid- 
oits, but I'll have you discharged or I'll 
burst up the tvliole nrrangomonl. He 
afterwards came back .and aak^dr jfor the 
pattern.s nf tho flanges of the pipe which 
1 gave him and the niitnbeT -Of feet there 
were in tho warehouse. 

Did you ever refuse to do work for th' 
eontraelors '. \. I never refused to do v^ork 
for them, an I ran tho boat day after day 
for them. I erected the donkey engine 
twice for them and worked it for a week 
at a (imc: and in order (o do this I had 
to do ( ho j)Uinping early in (ho morning 
before any one else was up, and (hen they 
refused to pay for ir. 

Mr. Smithe— -What interest do you 
think the public have in tho alleged 
squabbles that have taken place between 
you land the contractors / .\. I don'( 
consider they interest tho public at all 1 1 
a certain extent tho govornraent is the 
[icople, and T consider they have a right 
to settle tho di.sputns between me and 
tho contractors ns T am employed 1>y the 
government,

Wore the contractors ever detained for 
want of cement ? .\. They worked on 
the 4th March up to (i o'clock. I then 
left and on Monday morning about 
o'clock- Mr. Boniiett camo down and 
asked .Air. Robertson why they wero not 
at work on the wall, and ho replied there 
was no cement. INIr. Bennett told him 
there were 75 barrels there in the build- 
ing. They wore ordered to use the bal- 
ance nf the original cement but refused tn 
do so. 

Did the resident engineer <:ondemn the 
balance of the original cement on hand ? 
A. No, there was a small portion which 
he ordered not tn be used as it had been 
set in water. 

Mr. Wilson — Did Mr. Bennett inform 
you that any of the old cement on hand 
on 4th March last was fit for use with- 
out being mixed with new cement ? A. 
Wo were in Ihe building together some 
weeks before. There wero 15. or IC bar- 
rels which he had ordered to be used 
but they (the coalraclor.s) would., not use 
them; and there were some 6 or 6 bar- 
rels up stairs wliich wore' covered up,' 
which were fit for use. 

How often did Mr. Rennolt visit tlio 
cement warehouse? A. I don't know 
how often )ic was there but he has been 
iu several times.
